Atlanta, June 25.—A passenger train 


on the Macon branch of the Southern 
railway ran into a washout one and a 
half miles north of McDocough, Ga.. 
and ivas completely wrecked. Tiie 
wreck caug-at fire and the entire train, 
•with the exception of the Puiimau car, 
"was burned. Xot a member of the train 
crew escaped. Thirty-five ps?i>le ia all 
were killed.

Tremendous rains, of daily occurrence 
for the past two weeks, have swoiJeii 
all streams in this part of the south, 
aad several washouts have been re- 
ported ou the different roads.

which it runs. About a mile and a half 
north of McDonough the creek comes 
somewhat near the Sovitbem tracks 
and running alongside it for some dis- 
tance, finally passes under the road by 
a heavy stone culvert. Over that sec- 
Jon of the country, presumably short- 
y after dark, it washed out a section 
>f 309 feet ir> length.

wiftly moving train plunged. The 
storm was still raging and all the car 
•windows were closed. The passengers, 
secure as they thought and sheltered 
omfortably from the inclement weath- 
er, were hurled to death without an 
nstunt's warning. 


The train, consisting1 of a bas:ga.gs

second-class 
coach, 
first-class 


coach and a Pullman sleeper, was 
tnocked into kindling wood by the fall. 
The wreck caug-ht fire a few minutes 
after the fall and all the coaches were 
jurned except the Pullman car. Every 
person on the train except tho ooci:- 
>a.nts of the Pullman car perished iu 


disaster. There was no escape, as 


he heavy Pullman car weighted down 
<.he other, and the few alive in the 
sleeper were unable to render assist- 
ance to their fellow passengers.

For a brief time there was stillness. 


Then the occupants of the Pullman 
car recovered from the bewilderment. 
.nd after hard work managed to get 
>ut of their car and found themselves 
m the track ia the pouring rain. The 
extent of thn catastrophe was quickly 
apparent. Flames were already seen 
Doming from that part of the wreckage 
not covered by tho water. As the 
wreck began to go to pieces under the 
destructive work of both flames and 
flood human bodies floated out from 
tha tiiass and were carried down 
stream by the swift current The storm 
did not abate in fury- Flashes of light- 
ning added to the steady glow of the 
burning train and lighted up the scene 
with fearful distinctness. 


Flaguiaii 'Q'-.-'f'.w'.'j, w'bo 'WRS One Of 


the first to get out, at once started for 
the nearest telegraph station. Making 
his way as rapidly as possible in the. 
face of the blinding storm, he stumbled 
into the office at McDonough, and after 
telling the night operator of the wreck' 
fell fainting to the floor. "Word was 
quickly seat to both Atlanta and Ma- 
xson, but.no assistance was to be had 
except in the latter city, as the inter- 
ruped track prevented tho arrival ot 
any train from Macon. 


Nearly the entire male population of 


McDonough went to the scene to ren- 
der assistance, but little could be done 
by the rescuers, as the fire kept them 
at a distance. 
At daylight the bodies 


that had floated frora th« gorge •ssro 
gathered up.. A special train from At- 
lanta took doctors, ministers, railroad 
officials and helpers to the scene, but 
nothing could be done save to gather 
up the bodies. As tho de-ad were fouru! 
they were removed to McDoaough. 
Some of the bodies were terribly 
burned, while others were crushed be- 
yond recognition. The only means of 
identifi-cation in the majority of thf? 
cases were letters and papers ia the 
pockets o£ the victims in the cataa- 
trophe.

When the two 
trains came together the first car, 
which was a combination smoker and 
baggage, •was driven through the sec- 
ond coach, where the loss of life oc- 
curred. The dead were taken out of 
the wreck and to an undertaking estab- 
lishment at Depere. The injured were 
first taken to the Depere high school, 
which was converted into a temporary 
hospital, and later were brought to St. 
Vincent's hospital in this city. None 
of the trainmen were injured, the en- 
gine crews jumping in time to save 
themselves. Both engines were badly 
damaged and two coaches broken into 
kindling wood. Some of the injured 
may die.

Their attention TTSS gives to the em-j 


bellishment of the now half wasted 
city of Nankin, often called "the na- 
tional capital," but Peking has been 
the imperial capital since the Ta Tsings 
seized the throne, and those who are 
Qualified to speak are of opinion-that 
any notion of degrading it from Its 
pride of place to suit the convenience 
o' European diplomacy Is foredoomed 
to failure. It ia not only the capita] of 
the Slantchoos; It is the capital of the 
mandarins. The official world la of the 
Pekingese stamp, and the Pekingese is 
tho official language, the tongue of the 
graduate and educated man. To the 
ear it has a pleasanter and softer 
sound than tha rough dialects of the 
provinces, and it has been developed 
and molded to the elaborate and ornate 
phrases of polite society. The "sh" ia 
often heard Instead of harder and more 
uncouth conjunctions. 


In the four cities which make up the 


capital, and particularly hi the Impe- 
rial city, live most of the leading and 
opulent class, and therefore the houses 
are of a more Important and solid ap- 
pearance than is the rule elsewhere. 
High brick walls, with a single stone 
entrance, surround a multitude of 
courts, flanked by. tile roofed dwelling 


rooms. 
It is a curious and universal 


custom among the Chinese" to put up 
immediately facing the outer door a 
stone or brick screen bearing tablets 
or painted scrolls inscribed with the 
mimes of ancestors or classical tests. 
The objwt, according to time honored 
superstition, is to ward off evil spirits, 
for the demon on entering knocks his 
head against the obstacle and, being 
devoid c.f all souse but an elementary 
linti-ed of mankind, is repulsed and 
goes away sorrowful. XVhy the afore- 
said demon should have the cleverness 
to turn in at the gate, yet not sufficient 
to wheel round the- screen- is difficult 
for the uninitiated to understand. 


There is no attempt at ostentation or 


•even of decent comfort about tuese 
dwelling' places. Within they are mere 
ramshackle bungalows, with 
stone 


flagged floors aatl paper windows, fan- 
tastically exit up by wooden partitions 
and papered without taste or cleanli- 
ness. 
The- furniture is of polished 


•wood made In the stiff, square style 
that is not unfamiliar. Ornaments are 
few and of the commonest foreign 
make, while the bronze vessels to be 
seen are all modern and coarse In 
workmanship. 
A Chinese window is 


a quaint subterfuge for obscuring the 
light of dny. It is an Intricate pattern 
of woodwork in straight lines, with 
pieces of glass stuck on the surface 
aud filled up with strong, yellowish 
pnper. Its principal use is In sealing 
up-an apartaient against any Inrush of 
fresh air by normal ventilation. The 
tiles used for roollns are rounded and 
well made, of various colors—yellow 
for the emperor, green for the gods, 
blue and red for the rest—and the ends 
are capped with a flat, embossed circle 
and crested with mythical animals and 
horned beads. 


When the Chinese discover the cheap 


and congenial hldeousness of corru- 
gated !r-jn, the one attractive element 
in Chinese architecture is doomed to 
disappear. 
White paint Is generally 


put on to cover up the mud. with an 
occasional contrast of coral red. In 
the summer months European officials 
who are obliged to remain 
within 


reach and the students from the lega- 
tions hire temples in the western hills 
from the priests, suspend the religious 
services and use thejn as fixed camps. 
They bring in their train their own 
households and their own furniture, 
aud very pleasantly do these temples 
serve their purpose. Of late years for- 
eigners who are able to go farther 
afield spend the summer by the seaside 
at Pcltalho, hut these are the lucky 
seniors of the community. In Peking 
Itself the sama system is pursued of 
letting out temples for private occupa- 
tion. The only difference is that when 
wealthy natives are the lessees the re- 
ligious services for festivals and fu- 
aerate are continued In the forecourts 
where the josses are planted.

same boat that those Chicago boys 
were on who came f> assist tSs South 
.African Republic. He met many of 
bis old friends among them whom he 
knew in Chicago some years ago. 


I xrciuntcere'J wieu war ^as declar- 


ed, and have been at the front and 
fish ting for nearly seveoi 
months 


under Generals De la Hay Shoiman 
and am now on a 12 days furlough. J 
arrived here Tuesday last and met 
^"nry and was talking to him when 
the shell factory explosion occurred 
not more thas tvro blocks away, which 
caused a total wreck of buildings and 
machinery. Fifteen -..'ere killed and 
about eighty were wounded, mostly 
French, Italians. German and 
one 


American. There were about four 
hundred employed In the factory 
at 


the time of the explosion. 'Will write* 
more next mail.

1872 became receiver of the Erie road of New York, and managed its'affairs 
for 10 years. He was a candidate for congress in 1SGO, but was defeated. In 
1861 he .was a candidate for governor, and was defeated by David T-sd, Re- 
pu.blieau,by a rote of 206,897 to 151,774. He was an unsuccessful caadidata 
for United States senator in 1S63. 


He was .elected to the Forty-third congress in 1S72 frora the Twelfth dis- 


trict, Franklin, Pickaway, ^air2sld aac! Perry counties, and resigned in 1874 
to assume charge of the Erie railway. He retained his residence in Ohio 
until 1887, and then returned, to his ancestral home in Maryland. 


JOHN S. SAVAGE. 


John S. Savage ^*as born in Clermont county. Ohio, Oct. 31, 1841, and was

Richard C. Parsons of Cleveland teas born in Xew London, Connecticut. 


Oct. 10,1826. and received a thorough education in tha state of Massachusetts. 
He came to Cleveland in 1S45. and continued to bs one of its most prominent 
citizens for more than half a century. 
He read law and vras admitted to 


the practice in 1S51. He was one of tha ordinal Republicans, and served a 
number of terms in the city council, and filled other local positions. He v.-as 
interested in all the public imiiroveaients and iu many local enterprises, and 
enjoyed a lucrative law practice, taking rank among the foremost lawyers 
of tho state. 


He was elected to tho Fifty-third general assembly from Cuyahoga 


count-,' in 1S57, and re-elected to the Fifty-fourth, and presided as-speaker of 
tbe house in 3SGO-1S61. In 1S72 he was elected to the Forty-third congress 
from the Twentieth district, Cuyaboga county, and was defeated for re-elec- 
tion by Henry B, Payne. 


He declined the position of minister to Chili: served one year .is consul 


at Rio de Janeiro, and was collector of internal revenue at Cleveland. He 
successively refused the position of assistant secretary of the treasury and 
governor of Montana tendered hisn by President Andrew Johnson, declar- 
ing himself opposed to that gentleman's administrative policy. To em- 
phasize these declarations he accepted the appointment, made by the justices, 
of marshal of the supreme court of the United States, which office he held 
from 1S66 until he was elected to congress in 1S72. 


From 1S77 to 1880 he was editor and part proprietor of Cae Cleveland 


Leader, and Was a facile, forcible aad brilliant editorial writer.

Lorenzo Danford of Belmont county, a member of the Forty-third con- 


gress, was also elected to the Fifty-sixth, stretching from the Nineteenth to 
tbe twentieth centuries. He was bora 
m Belmont county, Ohio, Oct. 15, 1S29, 
and reared on a farm. He was educa- 
ted in the public schools, studied law 
and was admitted to the bar in 1854. 
Ke was elected prosecuting attorney of 
Belmont county iu 1S59. He was orig- 
inally a Whig and afterward a Repub- 
lican. He died at SL Clalrsville. Bel- 
raont county, June 19, 1S99. 


In 1S61 he enlisted as a private in. 


the Seventeenth Ohio volunteer regi- 
ment for a term of three months. Alter 
muster out he again enlisted in the 
Fifteenth Ohio, was made a first lieu- 
tenant, second lieutenant and captain: 
Because of failing health, in 1864, he 
resigned his commission and retired 
to civil life. 


Is eDagrtfcsg lie has been recognized 


as a member of more than average 
ability, and a strong, incisive debater. 
His services on various important 
committees have been zealously ren- 
dered. He w-aS elected to the Forty- 
third congress in 1S72 frora the Six- 
teenth district, Belmost, Jefferson, Harrison, Guernsey and Noble counties, 
aad re-elected to the Forty-fourth in 1874 and the Forty-fifth in 1876 from 
the same district. For nearly twenty years he was retired (ram congress, 
but was elected in 1894 to the Fifty-fourth, congress- from the Sixteenth dis- 
trist, comprising Belmont, Monroe, Carroll, Jefferson and Harrison, and re- 
elected to the Fifty-fifth in 1896 ajid tho: Fifiy-sixUfc in 1S9S. extending from 
March 4, 1S99, to March 4, 1301. 


AMKRIC0S V^ RICK. 


Amcricua V. Rice of Ottawa, Putnam county, -was a lawyer, banker, Dem- 


ocratic leader and a distinguished soldier. He was born in Perrysville, Ash- 
land county, Ohio, Nov. IS, 1S35, and is living in honorable retirement in 
Columbus ia the closing days of 1899. V/hen a youth he entered Antioch 
college, Ohio, and remained two years, asd in 1S58 entered Union, college, 
New York, graduating in I860; after -which he completed the study of law 
and was admitted to the bar. 


In 1861 he enlisted iu the Twenty-first Ohio Volunteer Infantry at Ottawa 


aad on the 15th of January, 1SCG, was mustered out of service as a brigadier 
general. He rose to a captaincy in the Twenty-first regiment before the end 
ot its three months' term of enlistment. He then enlisted In the Fifty-seventh 
O. V. I. and -was commissioned captain of Company A. and promoted to.lieu- 
tenant colonel Feb. 8, 1S62. He was at the battle of Shlloh, and with his 
command captured Arkansas Post, Arkansas. 


He served through Grant's Vicksburg carrrmign under that commander. 


In the assault upon the works at Vioksburg. May 32, 1SG3. he was badly 
wounded. He participiited In the series of operations under General Sherman 
at Sugar V?J!ey, Hesaca. Dallas, Big Shanty and Little Kennesaw. In ths 
latter actioa he received three wounds simultaneously, and .the amputation 
of one of his limbs was necsswilatsd. He was invalided home till 1865, and 
promoted to brigadier general upon the recommendation of General Sherman, 
: In 1865 he took command of ais brigade at Newbern, North Carolina, and 


remained in active service tiuti! the close of hostilities. He was elected as a 
Democrat to the Forty-fourth congress in 1874 from the Fifth district, Put- 
nam, Defiance, Pauldlng, Van Wert, Allen, Auglaize, Mercer and Shelby 
counties, and was re-elected in 1876 to the Forty-fifth congress from the 
same district.
